If n general could secure luxury by 
skimming off the wages of a soldier In 
the trenches he would «corn to accept 
It. yet In peace, untold wealth con 
trasts with grinding poverty. Wo 
know now that nature Is glad to be 
bountiful If given n fair chance. The 
war has revealed to urn potential abi- 
lity to feed the whole world If necea- 
sar y. 

Who Is to acquire these lessons? 
It falls to the social worker and the 
religious leader to harvest the federa- 
tion of cnerplea to thraih out technical 
prohiema. Education Is almost entire- 
ly neglected In places In the States, 
and good In some places. The exemp- 
tion hoard In the States revealed 1070 
of each 2.000.000 men totally lllterate. 
Mr. Lovejoy himself had visited a mill, 
tnry classroom containing some 4 or 
S00 men attempting to learn to read 
and write. Now that the men are 
thronging back Into the country they 
will hnve a question to ask the 110 
million Inhabitants of the country, and

nesidaa this crying lack of care In 
education a similar state of affairs 
existed with regard to health. The 
aame exemption boarda In the States 

revealed a condition of 2t per cent of 
the population phyalcally below par. 
we let theae miaerable conditions go 
on under our nose: we are weak on 
prevention and strong on cure. It 
should be conaldered a crlmo for any- 
one to become III through neglect. A 
great work lies before us all which we 
must not shirk. 

We would have tieen vasUy upsat 
If one of our soldiers suffered from 
hunger yet aoclety Is forcing a chron- 
ic emergency. 500.000 boys and glrla 
In New York City are victims of mal- 
nutrition, yet society will only care 
dimly. Vet a child can't learn If he Is 
hungry. At the Canadian Club In the 
afternoon. Mr. Eovnjoy felt that he 
hnd hnd a sympathetic response, 
There must be a concerted programme 
for social work, all must come together 
on a common •basic and settle the prob 
lem once and for all. In^ 9,000 rural 
achooln In Kentucky. S.S0O had their 
aeata fixed so that children are forced 
to cramp themselves In desks too small 
for them or alt In those too large. In 
all schools and railroads there appears 
to be, a concerted belief in the harm- 
ful effec. of freah air. We know defin- 
itely th^t 1500,000,000 Is cleared up an- 
nually by speculators before the years 
grain crop over geta to the market 
And so this goes on. Such offenders 
should be punished with equal atrln- 
gency aa the political offenders. 

There Is all through the world to 
day Inexoate desire of the self respect 
ing man to have tome aay about the 
way in ./hlch he will live. There 
ahould be an InduatrlaJ self-govern 
ment. It is time for ua to realise 
that we must get togothir and hand 
on our heritage greater than we have 
received It,
